An increase of $1675.45 is 
reported raised for Sunday-school expenses.. 

The value of church property has increased during the year by $41,100. 

The average preacher received for support during the year the amount of 
$1,442.22,“a gain of $80.04; the average district superintendent received $1,896.95, 
a gain of $18.11.

IN MEMORIAM 


Jacob Taylor Logan was born in Cecil County, Maryland, January 14, 1854, 
and died at Winona Lake, Indiana, April 26, 1946.

He was a great man 
and one to whom all looked for spiritual encouragement. There was nothing 
small about him, and one could always count on his being on the right side of 
every moral question. He was an efficient editor, a warm-hearted pastor and an

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appealing evangelist, and many will rise up in the judgment to call him blessed.

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5 The annual session of the Commission on Christian Education was held at 
Winona Lake, Indiana, October 28-31, 1946. Reports were received from the vari- 
ous Departments of the Commission through the respective executives. 


I. DEPARTMENT OF SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


If the Forward Movement is to be reflected in every department of the church, 
then the Sunday schools are playing a leading role. With definite gains reported 
in 1945 and 1946, the Sunday schools are leading on to greater achievements. The 
war period found us as a nation with little Christian education background, hence 
the great wave of juvenile delinquency resulting from parental delinquency. Sun- 
day schools of the nation began to crumble, and a moral dim-out was upon us. 

Now the Sunday schools of the nation are becoming revitalized, and there is a 
definite moving in the tops of the mulberry trees. There are plans now in opera- 
tion for a nationwide Sunday-school movement to restore the Sunday schools of 
America to their rightful place in Christian influence. Included in these plans is 
a revival of local, county, state, and national conventions. A survey shows that 
during the decades when Sunday-school conventions were prominent, America 
had her most phenomenal growth in Sunday-school attendance. During this re- 
construction period we call upon the church to stand by and take her part in a 
great Sunday-school revival. The best way to do this is to proceed with a great 
Forward Movement within our own borders, and to aid every legitimate agency 
within your community and state to further the work of the Sunday schools. 

For the year closing in 1946 the Sunday schools of the Free Methodist Church 
showed gains of 1,236 in enrollment, 3,524 in average attendance, and raised ap- 
proximately $60,000 more than during the previous year. 

il. DEPARTMENT OF BIBLE SCHOOLS AND COLLEGES 

The Budget: This department reported another year of favorable finances. 
Endowment receipts on hand for distribution to the colleges as of September 30, 
1946, totaled $1,906.65. Funds available for distribution to students in our colleges 
as loans totaled $1,820.51 in addition to such funds previously allocated to the col- 
leges for this purpose. Additional funds on hand for the year’s program as of same 
date (September 30, 1946) was $22,117.56. The principal source of these funds was 
Christian Education Field Day, contributions therefrom yielding $17,014.56. This 
was an increase of twenty-seven per cent above the previous year and one hun- 
dred per cent above the first year of this quadrennium. 

Again this department has set up its year’s budget on the basis of funds in 
hand rather than on the basis of anticipated income. Following the budget is sum- 
marized:

In preparation for the 1947-48 program, an amount equal to fifty cents per 
adult member was authorized by the Board of Administration as the quota request 
on Christian Education Field Day to be observed February 9, 1947. From the re= 
ceipts of that offering the Commission voted approval of $6,000 for College Min- 
isterial Scholarships, $1,500 for Travel Grants, $1,500 for special projects, $1,000 for 
Service Training, $2,000 for Pastoral Apprenticeships for Seminary Students, $3,500 
for the Office Budget. f ats 

Ministerial Scholarships: The department’s major undertaking in recent years 
has been providing scholarships for ministerial students in our colleges and in 
seminaries. After the current year, seminary scholarships will be handled by the 
Executive Board of John Wesley Seminary on its own budget. : 

Of eighty-seven students receiving college ministerial scholarships during the 
first three years of the present quadrennium, twenty-seven are now serving Free 
Methodist pastorates, thirty-six are continuing their college training (all but 
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three in Free Methodist institutions), ten are in seminary, one is a Free Methodist 
evangelist, one is a Free Methodist missionary, one has died while in foreign 
missionary service, two are in Christian work outside the Free Methodist Church, 
and nine are in secular employment—some of these temporarily, with Christian 
service in prospect. 

Seminary scholarships total thirteen, six of whom are in their second year as 
scholarship students. Beginning in September, 1947, the seminary: scholarship 
program will center at Wilmore, Kentucky, through a three-year co-operative 
plan between John Wesley Seminary and Asbury Theological Seminary. 

Travel Grants: The plan, instituted last year, to grant assistance to Free 
Methodist young people residing at a distance from Free Methodist schools, has 
served a real need, and its continuance on an enlarged budget was approved. 

Miscellaneous Projects: Plans to aid colleges in advertising and to provide . 
counseling seminars and doctrinal libraries for Free Methodist students in semi- 
| naries and universities were continued. 

Permanent Office Planned: The growth of the program of the department 
and the stabilizing of its finances call for a permanent office. The president of the 
Commission, who has acted as executive secretary of the department the past 
seven years, urgently insisted that his resignation, which was submitted a year 
ago, be accepted. The Commission accepted the same, with the request that the 
president direct the work of the department for the immediate future pending 
the organization of a permanent office. 


ltl JOHN WESLEY SEMINARY 


Incorporation: The Executive Board of John Wesley Seminary ordered im- 
mediate incorporation for the purpose of protecting the name, securing the right 
to confer degrees, raise and administer funds, and other privileges of an educa- 
tional institution. 

Co-operation with Asbury Theological Seminary: A three-year plan of co- 
operation with Asbury Theological Seminary at Wilmore, Kentucky, was recom= 
mended by the Executive Board and approved by the Board of Administration, , 
with specific instructions to the Executive Board to work for the establishment 
of John Wesley Seminary on a Free Methodist campus as soon as possible. 

The co-operative plan involves no capital investment and secures for our 
students fully-accredited seminary training, which includes specific instruction 
in Free Methodism under the Dean of John Wesley Seminary Foundation. Care- 
fully-worked-out terms of co-operation were approved. ah 

Budget: The plan officially opens in September, 1947. Preliminary work in 
establishing John Wesley Seminary Library must be undertaken immediately, 
and for the current year the following budget was approved:

This budget has been provided by transfer of $7,500 from the Board of Edu- 
cation and’ by an appropriation from Publishing House profits. 

The chief item of the budget when the plan officially opens will be for Semi- 
nary Scholarships. A yearly appropriation to a Seminary Building Reserve Fund 
is contemplated. The regular budget following this preliminary year will be 
met from conference claims, appropriations from Publishing House profits, and 
appropriations from some of the commissions. 

IV. SERVICE TRAINING 

Courses and Credits: Credits earned during the year totaled 444 in forty- 
eight courses. 

Visual Aids Service: During the year forty borrowers drew ninety-two sub- 
jects from the department’s library of slides and filmstrips. Projectors were rented 
seven times. 

Correspondence Study: Fourteen new enrollments during the year brought 
the total to forty-seven. Two courses were completed during the year, leaving 
forty-five registrations in progress or inactive. ! 

Book Bulletin: Four issues of the Book Bulletin were mailed during the year 
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_to an average list of 600 subscribers. A total of forty books was reviewed in 
forty-three multilith pages. 


Vv. CHURCH COUNCIL FOR MEN IN SERVICE

Vi. THE YOUNG PEOPLE’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY 

The first year of postwar activity in the Y. P. M.S. has been one of real For- 
ward Movement. The necessary adjustments in connection with returning serv- 
icemen and women, the shifting of defense workers from one area to another, 
and all other changes following the wartime emergency have been made with a 
minimum of confusion; and the general outlook for our youth work is most en- 
couraging. 

It is very apparent that our young people have a greater interest in the 
success of the total program of the Free Methodist Church than ever before. In’ 
general there is a finer spirit of co-operation between the young people and the 
adults. Most important of all, the spiritual tide is steadily rising. 

From a statistical standpoint, the Y. P. M. S. again broke all records. The 
total membership increased from 18,685 last year to 24,424 for the year just closed. 
Most significant of all has been the renewed activity among the Y. P. M. S. groups 
on our mission fields. 

In spite of strikes, unemployment and the general increase in the cost of 
living this year, the young people gave a total of $157,505 for all purposes—a gain 
of approximately $20,000. This brings the quadrennial total to $476,503 as com- 
pared with $172,000 for the previous quadrennium. The total receipts of the 
Y. P. M. S. since its official beginning in 1919 now exceed the million-dollar mark 
by approximately $30,000. The per capita average contribution from the young 
people in the United States and Canada reached an all-time high of $9.40 this 
year.

SERVICEMEN’S DEPARTMENT 

In accordance with the official action of the Commission on Christian Educa- 
tion, the Church Council for Men in Service was merged into the Y. P. M. S. 
Office on June 1, 1946, and the same high type of service has been extended to 
all military personnel. By further action of the Commission, the Servicemen’s 
Department of the Y. P. M. S. will continue to keep in touch with those in the 
armed forces just so long as funds permit and so long as our men are in uniform.

The fourteenth annual session of the Y. P. M.S. Council met October 28, 1946, 
in the Y. P. M. S. Office, Winona Lake, Indiana, with all members present.

The initial plans for the 
first postwar World Youth Advance, to be held in connection with General Con- 
ference, June 11-22, 1947, Winona Lake, Indiana. 2. A more systematic and in- 
tensive promotion of personal stewardship of talent and resources. 3. Provision 
for several new numbers to be added to the film service library, including two 
reels of sound movies of our mission work in Africa; and the development of 
many other plans and techniques for the more effective promotion of the Y. P.

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COMMISSION ON MISSIONS 
ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY SECRETARY 


It is my happy privilege again to report the year’s activities of the Free Meth- 
odist mission fields around the world. 

We have cause for thanksgiving. This has been a year of intense activity. 
There have been many problems. Bishop Ormston has been a never-failing 
source of inspiration and I have depended on him much for counsel. The ladies 
who share the office work have been helpful and co-operative. They have spent 
many hours late at night in the office, working overtime to keep up with the ever- 
increasing demands that come to us. 

The Woman’s Missionary Society and the Young People’s Missionary Society 
have had great success this year in keeping before our people the cause of world 
missions. Rev. F. L. Baker has encouraged me much with his prayer life for 
missions. He has been most successful in securing money for the Board, but 
certainly the greatest contribution has been to keep our people praying earnestly 
for the salvation of the world. We welcome Rev. F. J. Archer, member of the 
Commission, to the staff as the second field secretary. It has been impossible for 
us to supply missionary speakers for all our churches. We bespeak for Brother 
Archer our prayers and co-operation. 

The church has responded sacrificially, matching the devotion of those who 
have been called to full-time service on the foreign field. From around the world 
come reports of genuine revival. 

Long-overdue furloughs, on account of the war, have greatly increased our 
travel. Twenty-four missionaries have been brought home for much-needed rest 
during the year, and twenty-seven have gone to the field. Some still await trans-. 
portation. The work in South America has been opened this year; and our mis- 
sionaries have been able to return to China. The cry for “more missionaries” 
comes from every field. Open doors beckon us. It seems a terrible thing that still 
vast areas are without the gospel. 

During the year Miss Nellie M. Whiffen, missionary to the Dominican Re- 
public, was called to her reward. She began her work there in the summer of 
1908, and through the years has made a valuable contribution to the evangeliza- 
tion of that island. She is greatly missed by the Dominican Church and will not 
soon be forgotten there. 

We pause also to pay respects to the memory of a great Christian, Miss Helen 
I. Root. She served fourteen years as a missionary in Ceylon and India. After 
returning to this country she accepted pastoral appointments, served the Woman’s 
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Missionary Society as field secretary, and for twelve years was editor of the Mis- 
sionary Tidings. 

_ Our contributions this year reached an all-time high just under $480,000. This 
includes a gift of $32,000 from the estate of a friend of our early missionaries in 
South Africa. 

We have 153 missionaries, 31 of whom are assigned to the Home Mission work. 
Provision has been made in the current budget for the salary allowances of twenty 
new missionaries in addition to the furloughed missionaries who will return to 
their foreign appointments. 

We thank all who have helped in this great work, and urge the continuation 
of prayer and sacrifice for the bringing of the gospel to men everywhere. 


REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON MISSIONS 


The Commission on Missions convened at 10:00 o’clock Friday morning, Octo- 
ber 25, in the prayer room of the Winona Lake church. Members present were 
Bishop M. D. Ormston, president, F. A. Daw, Carrie T. Burritt, Ella Maze Daniels, 
Roy Harrington, C. D. DeCan, F. J. Archer and W. G. Worboys. Bishop Ormston 
presided. Byron S. Lamson, general secretary, presented the agenda of business 
for consideration. F. L. Baker, field secretary, acted as recording secretary. 

A special feature of the Commission meetings was the time devoted:each day 
to prayer for divine guidance in dealing with the many problems of each field, 
and for a world-wide revival. 

The following missionaries were at Winona Lake during the meetings and 
made their reports to the Commission: Dr. F. A. Puffer, India; Rev. Laurence M. 
and Mrs. Arksey, and Victor W. Macy, Portuguese East Africa; Margaret F. Holton, 
R.N., Congo-Nile; Florence M. Murray, Rev. James H. and Mrs. Taylor, and Rev. 
I. S. W. Ryding, China; Rev. Harry O. Harper, superintendent of Mexican Mis- 
sions; Myrtle Anderson, principal of Oakdale Vocational School, Oakdale, Ken- 
tucky, and Grace Whitehead, a teacher and pastor, Kentucky Mountain Missions. 
Miss Irva Grace Wickman, R.N., under appointment to China, was also present. 
When the problems of each field were discussed the missionaries present were 
called in for counsel. 

Revs. F. L. Baker and F. J. Archer, field secretaries, reported on their activities. 
The Missionary Secretary read a comprehensive report of his visit to our mission 
fields in Africa. 

Mrs. Ella Maze Daniels and the Missionary Secretary were appointed delegates 
to the Foreign Missions’ Conference. 

The Commission approved the observance of Men and Missions’ Day on Sun- 
day, November 16, 1947. 

The appointment of a Penny-a-Day director was left with the Board of Di- 
rectors with power to act. ; 

A. Daw, F. J. Archer and Byron S. Lamson were appointed a committee to 
arrange for a seminar on the Christian World Mission in connection with the 
General Conference. 

It was voted to co-operate with the W. M. S. in their plans for bringing Rev. 
E. S. Timothy, a district superintendent in India, to the General Conference. 

The Commission approved the W. M. S. recommendation for Thank Offering 
- observance. The Thank Offering will be sent to our missionaries in China for 
rehabilitation work on that field. 

The development of the Massinga Mission Station in Portuguese East Africa, 
as soon as there is additional personnel, was approved, together with plans look- 
ing forward to the establishment of a Bible School in the Congo-Nile field. 

The ordination of Oddvar Berg, Congo-Nile Mission, was authorized. 

The Commission approved a request from the West Ontario Conference to 
raise a fund for re-establishing the medical pregram in India, to be known as 
the Meredith Memorial Fund. The loan of a doctor from the India Baptist Mis- 
sion was approved, together with the plan for the medical education of Mr. 
Bidari of Yeotmal. 

The Commission approved the policy looking toward self-support of the native 
church on all mission fields as soon as possible. 

The offer of the loan of the services of a doctor from the Mennonite Hospital 
to our own hospital in China was approved. The offer of the National Holiness 
Missionary Society to loan their China missionaries for work in our area until 
such time as political conditions make possible a return to their own field in 
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North China was also approved. The Winslow Memorial Bible School Fund, spon- 
sored by the VanValin family, for the erection of a new Bible School in West 
China, was approved. 

The Commission voted the purchase of a house for the principal of the Nogales 
Bible School. 5 

The Woman’s Missionary Society, from their Contingent Fund, appropriated 
$4,500 to the following projects: Northern Ontario Mission; Nogales Bible School; 
Girls’ School in Portuguese East Africa; India and China hospitals, and India 
scholarships. ; 

Appropriations for permanent improvements, including mission sites, schools, 
nurses’ homes, churches and missionary residences, together with automobiles, 
trucks, water systems, school equipment, hospital repairs and equipment, refriger- 
ators, bicycles, typewriters, church seats, duplicating machines, projectors, sani- 
tary equipment and electrical equipment, totaled $96,474.39. 

The Commission recommended appropriations totaling $378,891.45 for mission 
work around the world. This was approved by the Board of Administration. The 
appropriations were divided among the fields as follows: South Africa, $30,130; 
Portuguese East, $38,729.04; Congo Nile, $28,085; India, $38,083; China, $63,130.39; 
Dominican Republic, $28,192.52; South America, $35,886.50; Japan, $5,000; Philip- 
pines, $5,000; Home Missions, $46,355; Special Appropriations, $34,700; Overhead 
Expenses, $20,600; Emergency Repairs, $5,000. The special appropriations listed 
above include salary appropriations for twenty new missionaries which the Com- 
mission hopes to send out this year, in addition to furloughed missionaries who 
may be returning. 

The appointment of new candidates to the fields was referred to the Board of 
Directors of the Commission on Missions. The unforeseen delays in air travel 
experienced by the Missionary Secretary in his return from Africa made it im- 
possible for him to prepare the necessary recommendations in time for the annual 
meeting of the Commission. 

On Sunday evening, October 27, the Missionary Rally in conjunction with the 
annual meetings of the various commissions was held in the Winona Lake Free 
Methodist Church. Our mission fields were represented by the missionaries at- 
tending the Board Meetings. The offering for missions, in cash and subscriptions, 
amounted to $499.95. Byron S. Lamson,

REPORT OF THE FIELD SECRETARY 


With an increasingly greater consciousness of our utter dependence on God, 
His care, mercy and love, we submit the following report: 

Health and strength have been given to us from On High to carry on during 
this past year. In God’s providence, Mrs. Baker has been permitted to accompany 
me the entire year in nearly every service in the interests of the missionary work. 
We have held from four to five services each week, including the supplying of 
several quarterly meetings in the Michigan conferences and Canada. We have 
also held two ten-day revival meetings, and in conjunction a missionary meeting. 

The greatest joy experienced has been to see a goodly number earnestly seek- 
ing the Lord. 

It has been very evident that God has moved many hearts to give for the 
missionary work without personal solicitation, either by direct contact or corre- 
spondence. Several thousand dollars has thus come in. At least $5,000 has come 
in from persons outside the church in direct answer to prayer. 

As in past years, nearly all the funds raised in public services have been 
_ credited to the W. M.S. or the Y. P. M.S. The same is true of considerable funds 
secured personally for the support of native workers. These amounts were sent 
each month to the general treasurer of the two societies.

REPORT OF THE CORRESPONDING SECRETARY 


The Executive Committee of the General Woman’s Missionary Society of the 
Free Methodist Church met in their rooms at the Free Methodist Publishing 
House, Winona Lake, Indiana, October 22-24, 1946. All members. were present. 

That we are advancing along lines of missionary endeavor was evidenced by 
the splendid reports from the various officers. Per capital giving based on the 
active and honorary membership was $12.27. A. grand total of $268,109.07 was 
received. Of this amount, the J. M. S. contributed $36,177.06. The stewardship 
secretary received almost $1,500 for a Japanese Bible Fund. 

There are 1,057 local societies; 17,795 active members and 4,870 honorary 
members. The J. M. S. has 15,225 members; 513 Juniors were promoted to the 
Y. P. M. S.; 665 joined the church, and 1,144 had perfect church attendance. 

Winning conferences in the membership contest are Oklahoma, Ohio and 
East Michigan. 

The following grants were allowed from the Contingent Fund: $1,000, North- 
ern Ontario Mission; $1,000, Nogales Bible School; $500.00 for hospital in India; 
$500.00 for hospital in China; $1,000 for Miss Latshaw’s school; $500.00 for India 
scholarships. Thank-Offering is to be sent to China this year.

ANNUAL INCOME REPORT 


GENERAL OFFICERS, SUPERINTENDENTS AND EVANGELISTS 


Discipline, Par. 172: 


“Tt shall be the duty of the general officers, district 


superintendents, pastors and evangelists to make a financial report of their 
receipts from the field to their annual conferences, and the financial report shall 
be published in the statistical tables of their respective conferences.” 

“On motion, the Executive Commission directed that, pursuant to Par. 172 of 
the Discipline, each pastor and district superintendent must report not only his 
salary, but all other income he received by virtue of his being a minister, and that 
the Publishing Agent, B. H. Gaddis, secure information from all evangelists and 
general officers as to their annual income.”’—Action taken on May 31, 1944.
